UNION ENTERS 
STRIKE HERE 10 
SEEK ACCORD 


International Represen- 
tative Talks to Local 
Leaders — Says ‘We 
Are Considering Ar- 
bitration.’ | 


The international office of the 
AFL Teamsters Union inter- 
vened in the strike of concrete 
truck drivers today and will seek 
a prompt settlement which will 
send the 550 strikers back to 
their jobs and revive the area’s 
strangled construction industry, 
the Post-Dispatch was told. 

Thomas E. Flynn, of Washing- 
ton, an international representa- 
tive of the union, arrived here 
yesterday and, after conferences 
with leaders of craft unions with- 
in the building industry, began a 
review of the strike deadlock. 

Asked today if the fact that 
he is here means that the inter- 
national union is interested in 
expediting a settlement of the 
strike, now in its twelfth week, 
Flynn replied: 

“That’s a fair statement.” 

‘Dave Beck Sent Me.” 


Flynn was asked how he hap- 
pened to come to St. Louis at 
this time. He replied: “Dave 
Beck sent me.” 


Beck is international president 
of the Teamsters Union and in- 
structions from Beck are gener- 
ally regarded in that organiza- 
tion as orders. 

Flynn was asked if he was 
going to recommend that the 
striking union submit its dispute 
with the concrete industry em- 
ployers to arbitration, as has 
been suggested by Mayor Ray- 
mond R. Tucker and the circuit 
court grand jury. 

*“T want to go into it,” Flynn 
replied. “We're considering. ar- 
bitration. because we're going to 
make every effort to reach a 
settlement, But I have nothing 
definite to say about arbitration 
yet.” - 

Secret Vote on Arbitration. 


The strikers will meet tomor- 
row to take ga secret vote on 
whether they wish to submit the 
strike issues to arbitration, as 
suggested by the grand jury. 

Officials of Local 682, of which 
the strikers are members, have. 
been standing firm a~*inst arbi- 
tration in the form proposed by 
the Mayor. The strikers, them- 
selves, voted on Tuesday against 
arbitration, but that was before 
the grand jury plan was sent 
to the union. 

Under this proposal, the strik- 
ers would return to work at once 
and their contract dispute would 
be submitted for binding de- 
cision to a panel composed of 
one management representative 
and one union preresentative, 
with the Rev. Leo C. Brown, 
S.J.. of St. Louis University 
serving’as impartial chairman. 

Flynn and Harold J. Gibbons, 
trustee of the Teamsters Joint 
Council and chief spokesman for 
the strikers, attended a meeting 
late yesterday called by Joseph 
Cousin, secretary of the Build- 
ing Trades Council. 

The council represents all of 
the construtcion unions in the 
area, which have a total mem- 
bership of more than 30,000 
members. About two-thirds of 
the members have been without 
work since thed -river’s strike 
began May 19, because contrac- 
tors employing them are unable 
to get ready-mix concrete for 
their projects. 

Other Unions Get in Word. 


Union representatives declined 
to disclose what happened at the 
meeting, but the Post-Dispatch 
learned that leaders of the craft 
unions, anxiously watching the 
building season slip by, made 
pointed attempts to impress,upon 
the teamsters’ leaders that with 
$0 many persons out of work it 
is time the strike be “brought to 
a head.” 

Considerable sentiment ex- 
pressed at the meeting in favor 
of arbitration, since, it was said, 
there appears no possibility of 
breaking the deadlock through 
negotiations. The employers’ or- 
ganization, the Ready-Mix Deal- 
ers’ Association, has declined to 
resume negotiations, broken off 
three weeks ago, and is insist- 
ing on arbitration. 

The teamsters union officials, 
it was learned, were urged by 
others at the meeting to re-ap- 
praise their position with respect 
to arbitration and one union of- 
ficer said: “I think we are get- 
ting somewhere.” 

A union spokesman said that 
the strikers’ meeting tomorrow 
will be open to representatives 
of the grand jury and of a group 
of wives of non-strikers in the 


construction trades who have 


been conducting a “crusade” for 
a settlement so their husbands 
can get back to work.

TROOPS REPORTED MOVING 
TO HALT REICH STRIKES

T-34 Tanks Said to Have Arrived in East 
Berlin to Deal With seins 


Food. 


BERLIN, Aug. 6 (UP)—Col- 
umns of Soviet troops and armor 
were reported moving toward 
industrial centers throughout 
East Germany today to put down 
rapidly spreading strikes by 
workers who defied a Red bar 
on acceptance of American food 
parcels. 


Heavy concentrations of So- 
viet troops and armor were re- 
ported in East Berlin a few 
miles from the West Berlin dis- 
tribution centers where upward 
of 1,600,000 East Germans have 
received free food sent by the 
United States. 


The anti-Communist “fight- 
ing Group against Inhumanity,” 
which has contacts throughout 
the Soviet zone, reported Soviet 
troops in division strength were 
moving in many areas of the 
restless Russian occupation zone. 
Other thousands of Russian- 
trained, East German ” ong 
also were reported movin 

on trouble centers. 

The Northwest German Radio 
(British) reported that 400 
freight cars carrying Red army 
men, T-34 tanks, trucks, artil- 
lery and machine guns have 
rolled into the Magerviehhof 
freight yards in East Berlin in 
the last three days. Forty to 50 
of the big T-34 tanks were said 


to have arrived in the east sec- 
tor of the city, 

Western observers said it was 
too eafly to determine whether 
the troop movements were de- 
signed to intimidate rebellious 
workers or were in preparation 
for Russia’s autumn war ma- 
rreuvers.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower today, 
in effect, pocket-vetoed a bill 
which would have repealed the 
20 per cent federal tax on movie 
tickets. 


It was the first major piece of 
legislation Eisenhower has re- 
fused to approve. 

In a “memorandum of dis- 
approval,” he said- he was taking 
this step because the Govern- 
ment cannot afford the loss of 
revenue and “it is unfair to 
single out one industry for re- 
lief at this time.” 

The action amounted to a 
“pocket veto”—that is, letting a 
bill go unsigned while Congress 
was not in session. This has the 
effect of killing the legislation. 

The President said repeal of 


| the admissions tax, which has 


been in effect at the present 
rate since April 1, 1944, would 
result in a gross loss of revenue 
of $200,000,000, or a net loss of 
| between $100,000,000 and $200,- 
, 000,000 a year after allowing for 
a resulting increase in income 
‘taxes from the motion picture 
industry. 

| Eisenhower said that because 
‘of the need for revenue he had 
recommended —and Congress 
approved—a six-month extension 
'of the excess profits tax. He 
| added that tax relief for one in- 
‘dustry now would be “incon- 
| sistent with that action.” 

| He said, too, that tax revision 
| studies have gone far enough to 
allow him to recommend a re- 
duction in the movie tax next 
year. 

In that part of his statement 
the President went beyond the 
field of movie tickets. He said 
his recommendations will cover 
reductions “in the admissions 
tax,”” which would take in a good 
deal more ground.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6—For- 
mer Secretary of the Treasury 
John W. Snyder expedited a tax 
ruling by which the Monsanto 
Chemical Co. of St. Louis bene- 
fited to the extent of $1,600,000, 
the House subcommittee investi- 
gating the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau was told today. 

The ruling was on a technical 
matter and it was pointed out 
by Chairman Robert W. Kean 
(Rep.), New Jersey, that Con- 
gress has since rewritten the 
law. The ruling obtained by 
Monsanto in 1948 would con- 
form to the present law, he ih- 
dicated. 

Earlier today, Kean said the 
subcommittee he heads would 
receive evidence that Snyder, 
when Treasury Secretary, used 
“influence” to get an “unusual” 
decision in two tax cases involv- 
ing St. Louisans. Whether the 
Monsanto case was one of these 
was not immediaetly clear, since 
the New Jersey Republican had 
declined to disclose the taxpay- 
ers’ names in advance of the 
hearing. 

He also refused to give any 
further details beyond saying 
they were “small cases” in which 
the Treasury overruled recom- 
mendations of its technical staff. 


Conflicting Testimony. 

Meanwhile, conflicting testi- 
mony given the subcommittee 
yesterday concerning disposition 
of a legal fee paid by William 
S. Lasdon, head of a Yonkers 
(N.Y.} chemical firm, was on its 
way to the Treasury and Justice 
departments “for appropriate 
action.” 

Welburn Mayock, former coun- 
sel to the Democratic National 
Committee, had testified he re- 
ceived $65,000 in cash from Las- 
den for aid in«getting a favor- 
able ruling that saved Lasdon 
and ,his family an estimated 
$500,000 to $1,500,000 over a 10- 
year period,

testified falsely when he said he 
gave each of them $8750 of the 
fee for steering Lasdon to him.

Following that, the Unit- 
ed States would consult with 
South Korea on the next move 
but is reported to have informed 
Rhee it would not support him 
if he renewed the fighting. 

After today’s discussion, Dulles 
and Rhee toured Seoul for a 
look at the city and what the 
United States diplomat called an 
informal chat. 

Dulles said today’s meeting— 
the second since he arrived 
Tuesday—was devoted largely to 
plans for spending $200,000,000 
already voted by Congress to 
start the rehabilitation of South 
Korea. The money is the first 
of an expected $900,000,000 allo- 
cation to be spread over a three- 
or four-year period. 

Dulles said Army Secretary 
Robert Stevens did most of the 
talking at the meeting because 
the appropriation will come 
from Defense Department funds.

nounced today that it is issuing 
a passport to William P. Bundy, 
Central Intelligence Agency em- 
ploye, despite objections of Sen- 
ator McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin. 

Under Secretary of State D. 
B. Lourie told MeCarthy the ac- 
tion was being taken to permit 
Bundy to carry out his vacation 
plans. Lourie assured the Sen- 
ator that Bundy will be back in 
the United States in plenty of 
time for McCarthy’s Govern- 
ment Operations subcommittee 
to call him for questioning. 

Lourie’s letter was in answer 
to one sent by McCarthy Aug. 1 
seeking to block Bundy’s pass- 
port application. McCarthy said 
Bundy had been notified to con- 
sider himself under committee 
subpena and noted that State 
Department policy denies pass- 
ports to persons under subpena. 

Bundy, son-in-law of former 
Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son, has come under attack by 
McCarthy for contributing some 
$400 to a defense fund for Alger 
Hiss. 

In his letter today, Lourie 
noted that McCarthy said it will 
be impossible to meet with 
members of his committee for 
some time to determine what 
action should be taken in the 
Bundy case. Therefore, Lourie 
said, “we are issuing the pass- 
port to Mr. Bundy with the ex- 
piration date of Oct. 1.” 

“This will permit him to carry 
out his proposed vacation plans, 
but he will return to the United 
States by that date so that no 
delay should result in the con- 
sideration of his case by your 
committee,” Lourie wrote. 

Lourie said Bundy’s trip had 
been planned for about a year. 
He said Bundy made his ticket 
reservations early in April and 
applied for his passport in June. 

The State Department official 
said it is the department's policy 
to co-operate with congressional 
committees and not to issue 
passports to persons under sub- 
pena. However, Lourie said, “in 
your letter you state that Mr.

“get-out-the-vote” drive. ’ 

“Everyone who lives or works 
in St. Louis has a stake in this 
bond issue,” Clark stated. “It 
will require no increase in taxes 
whatever, and in return for $1,- 
500,000 were will get more than 
$20,000,000 worth of improve- 
ments in the heart of our city. 
How can the people of St. Louis 
turn down a bargain like that? 

“Passage of the bond issue 
will mean millions of dollars 
spent with St. Louis. suppliers, 
and millions of man-hours of 
employment for St, Louis crafts- 
men.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6. 


RESIDENT EISENHOWER came within a hair’s breadth of 
sending to Congress last week a message asking for major 


overhaul of the Taft-Hartley 


labor law but was dissuaded at 


the last moment, largely by the argument that the death of 
Senator Robert A. Taft, principal author of the law, made the 


time inappropriate. 


The message, which had been 
prepared for transmittal, is now 
described simply as a “work- 
ing paper” and the chances are 
it will never be sent in its 
present form. 

It represented, briefly, a ma- 
jor victory for Eisenhower's 
Secretary of Labor, Martin P. 
Durkin, who was president of 
the American Federation of La- 
bor Plumbers and Steamfitters 
Union before accepting the Cab- 
inet post. 

19 Changes in Law. 

It suggested 19 changes in 
the law, some of them adminis- 
trative, most of them favoring 
labor, and only one favoring 
management. If adopted, it 
would have resulted in a labor 
law much ‘closer in spirit to 
the old Wagner act than to the 
Taft-Hartley law which was en- 
acted in 1947. 

For many months Adminis- 
tration leaders have been con- 
ferring on Taft-Hartley changes. 
These meetings were co-ordinat- 
ed by Bernard ‘Shanley, White 
House counsel who was the au- 
thor of the draft message never 
sent. Present at most of the 
meetings were Durkin, Secre- 
tary of Commerce Sinclair 
Weeks, Senator Taft, Senator H. 
Alexander Smith, (Rep.), New 
Jersey, chairman of the Senate 
Labor Committee, and Repre- 
sentative Samuel K. McConnell 
Jr., chairman of the House La- 
bor Committee. 

Durkin in Minority. 

Through most of the period 
of the conferences, Durkin’s 
viéwpoint was distinctly the mi- 
nority one, but he stubbornly in- 
sisted on. changes in the law 
favoring unions. Weeks was 
equally adamant in retaining the 
restrictive features. of the Taft- 
Hartley act. The issue was so 
sharply drawn between them 
that there was a serious ques- 
tion of whether Durkin would 
remain in the Cabinet while 
Week’s views prevailed. Durkin 
at this point was subdued, a bit 
rueful, and conspicuously de- 
fensive in his demeanor, His 
whole attitude changed, how- 
ever, and he became more cheer- 
ful before the message was 
drafted. 

Eisenhower's campaign prom- 
ises to organized labor were lim- 
ited to two issues: He said he 
would do something to remove 
the stigma in the law which re- 
quires union leaders to file 
oaths that they are not Commu- 
nists, and to permit workers on 
strike over economic disputes to 
vote in National Labor Relations 
Board elections even though 
their employers had permanent- 
ly replaced them. 

The changes proposed in the 
Shanley draft went far beyond 
that; they even went far beyond 
the minimum demands Durkin 
had made in the conferences

Proposed Changes. 

Changes proposed in the draft 
were to: 

1. Write into the statute the 
position taken administrativel¥ 
by the National Labor Relations 
Board that it will not process 
matters affecting employers 
whose operations have an insig- 
nificant effect on commerce. 

2. Narrow the definition of 
“supervisor” so that many em- 
ployes, now classed as “super- 
visors” and excluded from cov- 
erage under the act would be 
covered. 

3. Redefine the doctrine. of 
agency in the law which now 
holds unions responsible for the 
acts of its members so that they 


would not be “agents of the 
union” merely because they are 
members. 

4. Consider reorganization of 
the NLRB to enable it to oper- 
ate more expeditiously and ef- 
fectively. 

5. Give unions more latitude 
in expelling members. The only 
ground on which a union may 
now expel a member is if he is 
a Communist. 

6. Clarify the law to encour- 
age employers to do their hiring 
through unions. 

7. Amend it to make clear that 
unions and employers can nego- 
tiate contracts stipulating train- 
ing and experience requirements 
for employes. 

8. Permit employers in the 
construction, amusement, mari- 
time and other industries which, 
by their nature, do not lend 
themselves to union représenta- 
tion elections under the present 
law to enter into pre-hiring con- 
tracts with labor unions. 

9. Relax the Taft-Hartley act’s 
prohibition of secondary boy- 
cotts to permit “legitimate” sec- 
ondary boycotts. - 

10. Require a 30-day instead 
of 60-day notice of intention to 
modify or terminate a contract. 

11. Eliminate the provision 
which bars. economic strikers 
from voting in NLRB elections. 

12. Provide that “de-authori- 
zation” of unions, when desired 
by employes, should become ef- 
fective at the end of the con- 
tract period rather than immedi- 
ately after election. 

13. Provide that contracts, 
once negotiated, are closed and 
cannot be reopened except by 
mutual consent. The NLRB had 
permitted reopenings on issues 
not covered by the contract. 

14. Eliminate many of the 
provisions which require unions 
to file information with the De- 
partment of Labor. 

15. Eliminate the anti-Com- 

munist oath. 
16. Eliminate the mandatory 
Injunction for which provision 
is made in the secondary boy- 
cott section of the law. 

17, Write into the law a divid- 
ing line between federal and 
State jurisdiction in labor mat- 
ters—a line “which should rec- 
ognize the paramount authority 
of the federal law.” 

18, Permit contract provisions 
covering the “check off” of 
union dues for the life of the 
contract, instead of limiting this 
authorization to one year.

In Canada Vote 


Conservatives Ex- 
pected to Increase 
-Representation 
About 50 Per Cent.

HE Canadian election cam- 
T paign entered the home 

stretch this week, with all 
signs pointing to the return of

Political reaction in all 10 
provinces indicates that while 
the Conservative party likely will 
increase its representation in 
the Parlifment at Ottawa by 
about 50 per cent, its chances of 
forming the next Canadian gov- 
ernment are practically negli- 
gible. 

Even leading Conservative pol- 
iticians now admit privately that 
people are rejecting the argu- 
ment that it’s time for a change 
after 18 years of Liberal <Ad- 
ministration. 

Gallup poll figures made pub- 
lic July 29 support this conclu- 
sion. They show that sentiment 
favoring the Conservatives has 
increased from 30 to 31 per cent 
since June 24, whereas prefer- 
ence for the Liberals increased 
from 47 to 49 per cent. 

‘+ May Win 150 Seats. 

The Liberals require at least 
133 seats in the 265-member 
House of Commons—giving them 
a majority of one—to remain in 
power. They held 181 seats when 
the last Parliament was dissolved 
in June, and most observers now

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP)

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More of an Old Record 


When ‘the Western powers last month in- 
vited Soviet Russia to attend a foreign min- 
isters’ conference on the subject of Germany 
and Austria, their statement sounded like the 
playing of a well-worn record. Now Moscow has 
replied, and its note sounds worse. 

The Russians seem to accept. But they sur- 
round their acceptance with so much diplo- 
matie gobbledy-gook that the State Department 
experts are putting in long hours trying to 
figure out what the nofe really means. 

The Russians are apparently ready for a 
meeting of foreign ministers, but they do not 
want to discuss Austria, and while they are 
willing to discuss Germany they also want to 
discuss thé general question of reducing world 
tensions, which could mean anything. 

lf the whole exchange sounds stale and repe- 


_ titious, that is what it is. Throughout the spring 


and summer of 1951, the four powers shot 
notes back and forth at each other and even 
held a marathon session of deputy foreign min- 
isters in Paris. Then, as now, the issue was 
whether to discuss Germany only, or Germany 
plus NATO plus American bases im Europe plus 
anything else which could be construed as a 
cause of international tension. Then, as now, 
each side was concerned to prove that it was 
ready for a conference, but in 1951 neither side 
proved willing to accept the other’s terms for a 
conference. 

The Western ‘powers’ proposal of a foreign 
ministers’ conference this year came about as 
an expression of Washington’s reluctance to 
accept Prime Minister Churchill’s plan for a 
meeting of the heads of state. 

As in 1951, the State Department evidently 
feels that for propaganda purposes it is better 
to propose some meeting than to propose none 
at all. But if.the only result of proposing a for- 
eign ministers’ conference is to be a long 
wrangle over the agenda, and then a profitless 
wrangle over every item if and when the con- 
ference comes off, even the propaganda value of 
sponsoring such a meeting becomes question- 
able. 

Basically the Issue is whether the West and 
the Soviet Union, in view of the end of hos- 
tilities in Korea, now want to seek a funda- 
mental settlement in Europe. If a real settle- 
ment is desired, then negotiations at the high- 
est level, as Churchill proposed, would, seem 
to be in order. Whether they should precede 
or follow the post-Korean political conference 
on Far Eastern problems may be open to argu- 
ment, but if such talks are not to be held at 
all, the West ought to have a clear and feasible 
alternative in mind. The skirmishing over a 
foreign ministers’ conference appears to be a 
way of avoiding rather than of facing the basic 
issue.

Not the Gold Braid 


The Navy is keeping its top atomic submarine 
expert on duty instead of wastefully retiring 
him, and for that Congressman Sidney R. Yates 
of Illinois deserves a salute. 

In February, Congressman Yates went to the 
House floor to decry the fact that a naval selec- 
tion board had twice passed ovér Capt. Hyman 
George Rickover for promotion to rear admiral. 
The result would have been automatic retire- 
ment, despite Capt. Rickover’s citations for work 
on the atomic submarine. 

When the Navy did not explain this, the Chi- 
cago Congressman kept up his bombardment. 
He charged that top admirals did not approve 
of a man who belayed routine to get his job 
done. Eventually the Senate Armed Services 
Committee demanded an explanation. Finally, 
Secretary of the Navy Anderson intervened and 
this week the Senate confirmed the nomination 
of Rickover as rear admiral. 

The target of this engagement was never the 
gold braid of a rear admiral, but the retention 
of a man whose services the Navy and the na- 
tion could ill afford to dock. 
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A Vote for Progress 

The St. Clair County Board of Supervisors 
spoke for metropolitan progress in voting to give 
St. Louis all possible assistance in acquiring and 
operating Parks Metropolitan Airport. 

Preservation of Parks as a secondary airstrip 
is essential to the future of communities on 
both sides of the Mississippi. It is a happy sign 
that the St. Clair Supervisors recognize this 
need and are willing to do what they can to 
meet it. 

The same cannot be said for Charles E. Al- 
banese, president of the St. Louis Board of Al- 
dermen.

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Mr. Streibert’s Tough Assignment 

The first major replacement in President 
Eisenhower's first-half year is the appointment 
of Theodore C. Streibert, recently American ra- 
dio consultant in Germany, to take the place of 
Dr. Robert L. Johnson. Dr. Johnson is returning 
to the presidency of Temple University after 
serving only four months as director of the 
United States Information Agency. This puts 
Mr. Streibert, former chairman of the Mutual 
Broadcasting System and one time assistant bus- 
iness school dean at Harvard, in charge of the 
Voice of America and related information ac- 
tivities overseas, including the information 
libraries. 

There is no more difficult and sensitive post 
in all the federal establishment than this. Dr, 
Johnson, who succeeded Wilson M. Compton 
(who previously had done a good job), was soon 
the victim of McCarthyism, At the height of the 
controversy over the book censorship issue, Dr. 
Johnson resigned for his health—politieal cas- 
ualty No. 1 in the Eisenhower Administration.

If the practical standpoint implies political 
opposition, does anybody know how much oppo- 
sition or where? The one certain thing is that 
county police work has to be divorced from 
politics, and some politicians can always be 
expected to oppose that. 

‘In any case, why should police reforms trail 
behind sewer and transit improvements — and 
trail 10 or 20 years behind them? If a metropoli- 
tan police system “probably would be highly 
successful” 20 years from now, why could it 
not work well in the near future? 

These questions are implicit in Representa- 
tive Jones's statement, and they cannot be 
answered unless the citizens’ comniission is 
free to make the broadest study of them. No 
door should be banged shut on the commis- 
sion’s freedom of action to study police im- 
provements, Years of protest lie behind the 
present study, and no better opportunity may 
arise in 10 or 20 years. 
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Dr. Eisenhower Returns 

Dr. Milton Eisenhower has returned from a. 
five-week tour of South America with a realistic 
appraisal of relations with the Good Neighbors. 

When President Eisenhower sent his brother 
on the good will mission, the President had 
already criticized past policy toward Latin 
America. “Statesmanship,” he said, “can do 
better_than that.” Dr. Eisenhower's task was to 
find out how statesmanship could do better. 

He quickly found that statesmanship could do 
better than to intervene in Southern domestic 
affairs, After repeated mistakes of interven- 
tion ranging from Nicaragua to Argentina under 
both Republican and Democratic Administra- 
tions, it should be plain that intervention pays 
off only in hostility. 

Dr. Eisenhower also insists that South Ameri- 
ca’s greatest requirement is private investment 


to develop better living standards. This simply 


recognizes the facts, not only of South Ameri- 
ca’s need, but of what the United States has to 
offer. 

The fact is that our private investments in 
South America already amount to more than 
four billion dollars, while Government aid by . 
comparison has been a drop in the bucket. 
In the last year of the Truman Administration 
it was $78,000,000. This year aid was cut by 
President Eisenhower and cut again by Con- 
gress. 

t Emphasis on private rather than public help 
has always characterized our South American 
policy. It is a natural policy for a business Ad- 
ministration in Washington. But statesmanship 
will not do any better than what has been done 
without constant efforts to dmprove business 
relations both in: Washington and the eatin 
American capitals. 

American business will have to look for in- 
vestments to the south without seeking special 
favors or guarantees against risk. 

South Americans will have to invite invest- 
ment on mutually profitable terms, without 
imposing extreme nationalistic restrictions born 
of a fear of “Yankee: imperialism.” 

The Administration itself will have to hold 
the reins on a tariff-minded Congress dreaming 
of further trade restrictions. Latin America is 
a good customer, and good customers should 
make good neighbors, as well as aig business. 
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A Perfect Umpire? 

Life insurance rates for baseball umpires will 
come way down if Lloyd and Nellie Holiday of 
Cheyenne, Wyo., cash in on their hopes. They 
plan to deprive baseball fans of all excuse for 
killing the umpire—at least at the plate. 

The. Holidays have taken out a patent on a 
gadget—basically it is just two photoelectric 
cells—which will call strikes on batters as Mr. 
Barlick can do only in his dreams. The “elec- 
tric eyés” patrol the strike zone—they adjust 
for tall players and short ones—and every time 
the pitcher puts one in there, a light flashes. 
No doubt, club owners could easily fix things 
for a bell to ring or provide almost any arrange- 
ment, including maybe a recording of Mr. Bar- 
lick’s voice at its best. 

If no light flashes or bell rings, it’s a ball. 
Also, the gadget will keep tabs’ on the number 
of strikes on a paper tape; it leaves no hope 
for an extra chance due to a sudden lapse of 
the umpire’s memory. And it can’t be fooled 
by a fan throwing a pop bottle or anything like 
that. It knows a baseball when it sees one.’ In 
short, the Holidays believe it’s sure-fire. 

Yet somehow we have a notion that you will 
not be seeing the gadget at Grand and Dodier 
or in any ball park so very, very soon. Base- 
ball men have a good notion that fans. simply 
will not put out $1.85 if they can only scream 
for blood on close calls at the bases. There 
just are not enough of those in an evening’s 
play. They want a chance to assert the supe- 
riority of their eyes on every pitch. They want 
a target in blue at the plate.

East-West trade is in the air. It will 
be a focus of interest in coming weeks, 
whether peace is finally made in Korea 
or not. Nor will this be wholly due to 
the Communists’ intensive propaganda. 


When, earlier this year, the Commu- 
nists took up a long ignored invitation 
to trade talks at Geneva under the 
auspices of the U.N. Economic Com- 
mission for Europe, they still demand- 
ed strategic goods as the price of 
broader trade; but they eschewed prop- 
aganda and gave the impression of men 
genuinely, if uncomfortably, in search 
of straightforward deals. - 


Their behavior reinforced the grow- 
ing belief that the Communist world, 
faced with the task of industrializing 
China, with economic strains and 
stresses in eastern Europe and, per- 
haps, with the need to relieve the So- 
viet citizen’s austere living conditions, 
now at last wants trade with the free 
nations for other than strategic reasons. 


It is often argued, and not only by 
Communists, that by trading more ac- 
tively with the East the free nations 
can rid themselves of unemployment, 
raise their standards of living, and 
have done with their dollar problems. 
This is to ignore the most obvious limi- 
tations to the possible scope of East- 
West trade, namely, the hard facts. 


Reds’ Source of Supplies 


Let us first consider the Communist 
bloc as a source of supplies. In the 
past, Britain has been among. Soviet 
eumin’s best customers. Yet the high- 
est percentage of total British imports 
ever supplied by the U.S.S.R. was 3.75 
per cent in 1931; and the average for 
1935-38 was only 2.2 per cent. 


The five countries which are now 
Russia's European satellites — Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Romania, Bulgaria and 
Hungary—provided only 2.5 per cent 
of British imports in 1935-39. The 
postwar picture is even less encourag- 
ing. 

Although, under the Marshall plan, 
the Western countries made great ef- 
forts to revive trade with Eastern Eu- 
rope, their success was limited; in 
1949 the satellites could provide Britain 
with only 1.14 per cent of its needs, 
while, Russia provided 0.7 per cent. 


The reason is not far to seek. Before 
the war the pattern of trade was mainly 
an exchange of Eastern primary prod- 
ucts—timber, grain, foodstuffs and coal 
—for Western manufacturers. But as 
soon as the Communists gained control 
over the satellites, they hastened 
free them from this “exploitation” by 
expanding industry. 

Meanwhile, industrialization was also 
pressed forward in Russia. Inevitably, 
the East now has less to export of 
precisely those few commodities of 
which it was once a useful source for 
the West. 

It is clear that the trend to indus- 
trialization, and with it the decline in 
exportable surpluses of primary prod- 


ucts, will continue. Yet it is incon- 
ceivable that the Communist bloc, in 
ceasing to export primary products, 
can become at any early date a major 
exporter of the products of industry. 
Its own needs ‘for such products are 
enormous, now: that it has engulfed 
China; and there is still no sign of the 
machinery and equipment that it has 
promised to Asiatic countries. 


If we turn to consider the Commu- 
nist bloc as a market for Western prod- 
ucts, a somewhat similar picture ap- 
pears.. The U.S.S.R. has never been a 
major market, and since the war it has 
proved an even smaller one, In 1935- 
38 only 3 per cent of British exports 
went to Russia, in 1948-52 only 0.8 per 
cent. The satellites, which before the 
war took 2.1 per cent of Britain’s ex- 
ports, took only 1.34 per cent in 1949. 
Yet Britain is western Europe’s largest 
exporter to the Soviet bloc. 


* West Should Be Cautious 


From all this it is clear that, even if 
there were no question of restricting 
East-West trade in order to limit the 
striking power of a potential aggressor, 
the visions of vast Eastern markets and 
sources that are now dangled before 
the West’s nose would remain just as 
unreal. 


The West has far less to gain from 
this trade than the East, and it has 
every reason to approach it with cau- 
tion. It is surely time that this was 
made clear to the Communists: As 
long as they remain unyielding and un- 
co-operative on the major issues that 
divide the world, the West can hardly 
be blamed if it declines to help them 
out of their economic difficulties at 
small gain ‘to itself. If it did so with- 
out naming terms, it would be throwing 
away one of the few cards it now holds. 


But if that card is to be played in 
such a way as to extract the maximum 
of reasonableness from the Commu- 
nist bloc, it must be played by a single 
hand, For individual nations in the 
free world to break away and seek 
private deals with the bloc at this 
moment of detente would be fatal not 
only for their partners but also for 
themselves.

The Communists are doing all they — 


can to tempt free nations into such 
short-sighted ventures, and there is 
probably only one way of insuring 
that they do not succeed. That is to

Italian prisoners of war who escaped 
from a camp in East Africa to climb

only a few hundred feet lower than the 
main promontory. 


Strangely enough, the achievement 
was revealed a few days later when a 
regular expedition found the prisoners’ 
flag and note. By the time word had 
reached the world, however, the trio 
had made its way back to camp 
with fatigue and hunger. - 


Magnanimously, the group had left 
the camp commander a letter describ- 
ing their original intentions—plus the 
fact they planned to return. Once back, 
they faced 28 days of solitary confine- 
ment, but the British commander, ap- 
preciating their “sporting” act, com- 
muted the sentence to seven days. 

Yet to the men who made this tortu- 
ous climb it was more than a sporting 
achievement, more than relief from 
the abject boredom of camp life. They 
felt themselves elevated above the mis- 
ery of their fellow prisoners and their 
spirits reborn in the world of solitude 
on Kenya.

English muffins are other possi- 
bilities. 

Take stock of the ingredients 
for fillings, too. These run the 
gamut of packaged spreads, 
fruits and vegetables. 

And don’t forget the “extras” 
—mustard, catsup, horseradish, 
pickles and olives as well as 
such garnishes as green pepper 
and onion slices, carrots, celery 
and radishes for munching.

O much for your sandwich 
§ requirements. Now let’s be 

about our regular weekly 
marketing. We are happy to re- 
port that things are looking up; 
there are far better supplies, 
both as to quality and quantity, 
than there were a few weeks 
ago. 

Take string beans, for ex- 
ample. They are now excellent 
in quality and plentiful enough 
to bring the price down to the 
“good buy” level. 

Carrots and cabbage are ot 
the approved list. And the cab- 
bage we are getting from Iowa 
is something to brag about— 
those hard, green smooth heads 
that are the hallmark of good 
cabbage. 

Celery is very cheap and very 
good, with the Michigan crop 
right at its peak. 

We are now hitting the season 
of heavy supply on sweet corn, 
and it would seem that we have 
hit the jackpot. The quality is 
good, and it is reasonably priced. 
Look for husks which are green 
and fresh-looking; the silk on 

‘the ripe, mature corn is dark 
brown and silky in appearance. 
Kernels should be bright, plump, 
milky and respond easily te 
pressure; rows should be well 
filled. 

There are plentiful supplies 
of peppers and okra; white and 
yellow homegrown squash is so 
abundant that you can almost 
buy it for the proverbial song. 

Additional supplies of egg- 
plant make it a better buy than 
it has been at any time this sea- 
son. Onions and red potatoes 
are here aplenty. Puerto Rican 
sweet potatoes are gradually 
coming down in price. 

The quality of broccoli has 
improved and in addition to 
supplies from California we are 
now getting some from Colo- 
rado. 

From Colorado also comes 
some handsome cauliflower with 
white, solid heads which indi- 
cate fine flower, together with 
some delicious peas and beets. 

For summer salads choose 
your greens from iceberg, leaf 
or Boston lettuce, endive, esca- 
role and romaine; add flavor 
with mint, leeks or watercress. 

There is a very wide range in 
quality of the homegrown toma- 
toes, although supplies are ade- 
quate. Some are superior, some 
are sad. But out-state shipments 
guarantee a good selection of 
high quality tomatoes. They are 
coming from New Jersey, Illi- 
nois, Michigan, Maryland, Cafi- 
fornia, even from Canada. 

Variety items: pole beans, and 
pickling onions.

HE first car of California 
Gravenstein apples came in 
this week, the closest thing 
to an eating apple until late 
August or September, 

Cantaloupes from Chesterfield 
are showing their customary ex- 
cellent quality; we also have 
some good ones from Illinois so 
we needn't worry too much be- 
cause the California melons 
were a little disappointing. 
Honeydews, casabas and Persian 
melons are available, but for a 
fancy figure. 

You also will pay well for 
plums and cherries, and don't 
expect any bargains in the sum- 
mer grapefruit (running to 
small sizes) which is now start- 
ing from California, 

Some beautiful seedless 
grapes have come to town, with 
the Arvin district in California, 
known in the trade as outstand- 
ing for high quality grapes, now 
coming into production. 

We are told that last week St. 
Louis was the lowest market in 
the country on oranges. Lemons 
are abundant enough for the de- 
mand, 

There are plenty of Bartlett 

pears, at prices which are in 
line. This is the valley fruit, 
and although it is all right it 
doesn’t quite compare with the 
mountain fruit which we will 
‘gv? before long.

NLRB STREAMLINED, 
PENDING CASES CUT 


Backlog Reduced to 4318, 
Lowest Since Taft-Hartley 
Law Was Passed. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP)— 
The National Labor Relations 
Board says it has cut its list of 
pending cases to the lowest 
point since the Taft-Hartley law 
went into effect. 

While both unions and em- 
ployes complained of delays, and 
Congress studied ways of speed- 
‘ing up NLRB, the board itself 
and General Counsel George 
Bott have been quietly stream- 
lining procedures. 

Now they claim “spectacular 
reductions” in time spent on 
cases at all levels. NLRB gets 
15,000 cases a year. 

The backlog of cases now is 
4318, compared with 5348 a year 
ago, The NLRB says its backlog 
has been whittled down to the 
lowest point since the law was 
adopted in 1947 and even lower 
than during the most of the 
years under the former Wagner 
Labor Relations Act. 

The average time for filing a 


petition for an NLRB election to 
a decision after hearing is now 
a record 54 days, compared with 
90 days required a year ago. 
NLRB officials said the output 
was boosted by eliminating 
paper work, by using a tele- 
phone call where correspond- 
ence might take” a long time, 
and by holding regidénal. clinics

Canada Holds Tough West Policy 
Turns Red China to Kremlin 


It Favors Wooing Peiping, Feels This Atti- 
tude May Bring Nation Into 
Allied Camp.

OTTAWA, Aug. 6— Canada’s 
attitude toward Red China’s en- 
try into the United Nations can 
perhaps best be described as 
cautious. 


Unless and until the prospect 
of peace in the Far East be- 
comes much more positive than 
it is at present the Canadian 
government is in fact unlikely 
to adopt any firm line on the 
question. Instead it is likely that 
from now on the Canadians will 
await some concerted action 
from the United Nations or at 
least by a considerable number 
of that organization’s members 
before declaring itself. 


- However, in light of official 
Canadian thinking on the sub- 
ject which appears to be the 
center of a developing contro- 
versy it seems probable that 
Canadian influence in the U.N, 
will be thrown toward an ap- 
proach which will cause Red 
China the least loss of face. 

Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles’s statement that admis- 
sion of China to the United Na- 
tions should never be accepted 
as the price of Korean unifica- 
tion finds little indorsement 
here. 

The theory that non-recogni- 
tion and hostility from the West 
tend to force China to cling to 
Moscow and that friendly ges- 
tures from the West may woo it 
away is nearer the Canadian 
thesis. 

Favors Nehru View. 

Prime Minister St. Laurent 
returned to Ottawa from Lon- 
don foreign policy talks with 
his opposite numbers in other 
Commonwealth countries appar- 
ently sold on Indian Prime Min- 
ister Nehru’s idea that Com- 


munism in Asia differs from 
Communism in Russia and 
should be treated differently. 
According to this view China 
will not remain indefinitely a 
stooge for Russia because Com- 
munism there is the expression 
of revolutionary forces long 
maturing. 

Canada might well take the 
line that if a promise of admis- 
sion to the U.N. will make it 
easier for the Chinese govern- 
ment to withdraw from Korea 
and allow unification and at the 
same time save a little face it 
should not be ruled out. 


The Ottawa government. held 
back when the United Kingdom 
and some other commonwealth 
governments recognized the Red 
China government and ex- 
changed ambassadors with it. 
However, had the Korean war 
and “Chinese intervention not 
come there is little doubt that 
this dominion would have rec- 
ognized the Red government 
long ago. 

Ottawa leans to the view that 
a revolutionary regime should 
be recognized when it comes in- 
to full control of a country re- 
gardless of the means by which 
it has attained control. It is in- 
clined to hold that recognition 
does not imply approval but is 
merely acceptance of a fact. 

During the election campaign 
now drawing to a close here 
there has been no serious attack 
on the incumbent Liberal gov- 
ernment’s handling of foreign 
policy in relation to China. And 
should a change of government 
result from the elections—which 
is not foreseen—there is little 
prospect of any foreign policy 
change.

In Case You've Forgotten, Here's the Old-Fashioned Way It's Done 


By Hoyt Alden 


HEN FE was a_ kid life 
reached a sort of crescendo 
each Sunday noon, because 
that was when we nearly always 
froze a bait of home made -ice 
cream, When the big, free-stone 
peaches were ripe and juicy, we 
would make fresh peach ice 
cream. When the strawberries 
were dark and heavy on the 
vine, we made fresh strawberry 
ice cream which was about as 
near to heaven as a small boy 
could get on this earth. Some- 
we would melt and scorch 
sugar in a big iron skillet and 
flavor the ice cream with that, 
a sort of cross between butter- 
scotch and caramel. 

Anticipation would begin 
when my father got the freezer 
out, He would have stopped on 
the way home from church and 
picked up a 25-pound cake of 
‘ice and he would put this in a 
gunny sack and start beating it 
with the ax. In the meantime 
my mother would have mixed up 
the ingredients and put them in 
the can. Then came the dasher. 
Then the lid. Then the can 
would go into the center of the 
freezer tub and the crossbar 
with its gears and crank would 
be put in place, Then the layers 
of ice and salt and the turning 
job. While it was still easy to 
turn, my brother and I would do 
the work. When it got too hard 
for us to turn my father would 
take over, and one of us would 
sit on the freezer—on top of a 
folded gunny sack—to hold it 
down. The greatest delight, 
when the ice cream was done, 
was the privilege of licking the 


dasher, 
T vived the other day when a 

friend, who is nuts about ice 
cream, bought himself an old- 
fashioned freezer and then dis- 
covered he didn’t know how to 
go about making ice cream. For 
his benefit, as well as anyone 
else who wants to realy live a 
little, here’s how: 


In the first place, you have to 
have a brine to get the freezer 
cold enough to freeze. You can 
use rock salt or coarse salt. By 
weight you should use about a 
fifth as much salt as ice. In 
other words, for every five 
pounds of ice, a pound of salt. 
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WHILE IT WAS STILL EASY TO TURN, MY

Break your ice up in a burlap 
bag. 


Be sure to fill the ice cream 
container not more than three 
fourths full because it increases 
in bulk as it freezes. Put the 
can in the freezer tub, adjust 
the crank, and then alternately 
scoop layers of ice and salt into 
the freezer tub. Fill it to the 
top of the can and even over. 

Turn the crank slowly for the 
first five minutes. After the 
ice cream is frozen to the mushy 
stage, you can turn it a little 
faster. Don’t drain off the salt 
water until the ice cream is 
frozen, because it’s the salt 
water that makes it freeze. 

When it’s frozen, which means 
you can’t turn the crank another 
inch, you can drain out the 
water through the plug in the 
side. Take off the crank. Lift 
out the dasher. Cover. the top

Pour it into a freezing tray 
and let it freeze until fairly firm. 
Then remove it to a chilled bowl 
and beat it until light and 
creamy. Put it back and let it 
freeze hard. 


How It Started

“To Shake Like a Leaf.” 
O shake like a leaf” 
hardly requires discus- 
sion as to its significance 
in popular speech today. If it is 
slang, this is a vintage almost 
600 years old. 

The phrase was originally “to 
quake like an aspen leaf.” 
Shakespeare made use of it in 
more than one of his plays,’ in 
the form of “tremble like aspen 
leaves,” and also “How I shake 
... In very truth do I, an ’twere 
an aspen leaf.” 

The simile of the aspen leaf 
received a bow from the Scot- 
tish poet, John Leyden, writing 
at the turn of the Nineteenth 
Century, in the allusion to “‘as- 
pen leaves that wave without a 
wind.” If this be explanation, 
without sanction of the botan- 
ist though it be, we can make 
the most of it! 

The saying’s first appearance 
in print attributes it to Geof- 
frey Chaucer, who wrote in the 
poem “Troilus and Criseyde,” 
this line: “Right as an aspes 
leef she gan to quake.” This 
poet of the Fourteenth Century 
used the simile again in the 
prologue to one of his “Canter- 
bury Tales.”

Care of the Teeth

N these days of accent on good looks, when it seems 
sometimes that every photograph is one broad smile, 
teeth are conspicuous. They are a big part of the smile. 
Parents don’t have to be reminded that care of their 
children’s teeth is of the utmost importance—teeth must 
be kept clean and attended to when necessary by a dentist. 
When babies are about one year old they usually have 
several teeth and mothers see that these are brushed and 
kept free of food particles, nourished by proper diet. It is 
important that these first teeth are kept in good condition 
because, the dentists tell us, their health will add strength 
to the permanent ones that follow.

A DENTIST should be asked to check the sixth-year 
molars. These will stay and they must be watched right 
from their appearance. Once, in our school, we checked 
more than 4000 children and the number of pupils we 
found with sound sixth-year molars were very few indeed. 
That ought not to be. 

Summer vacation is a good time to check children's 
teeth, if it has not been done in the previous six months. 
If the teeth require straightening, braces should be affixed 
and the youngsters taught why they need them. When they 
are shown pictures of people whose teeth are out of line, 
and told how theirs will look if they fail to wear the 
braces, the youngsters are likely to co-operate. If not, 
parents must be firm for the sake of their offspring. 
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MOST CHILDREN LIKE sweets and they should have 
them in moderation. However, they would eat candy by 
the handful, so they need to be watched. Youngsters should 
be admonished to clean their teeth thoroughly after eating 
sugar of any kind. It will do much to preserve the 
teeth from decay. Eating a crisp apple after eating some- 
thing sugary is also a fine help and perhaps handier than 
the toothbrush. 

Adults know how important good teeth are to our 
health and looks. Don’t fail to instruct the children about 
their teeth and be sure the cleaning is carried out. When 
they are a little older they will appreciate the full value 
of their teeth.

Banks, Steel Mills, Power Stations, Many Other Fields Using TV Cameras to Aid in Operations

ELEVISION, the world’s 
T newest entertainment medi- 

um, has a growing and so 
far little-publicized workaday 
side. While Howdy Doody, Ar- 
thur Godfrey, Red Buttons and 
thousands of other TV perform- 
ers provide enjoyment for folks 
watching our nation’s 23,900,000 
TV sets, a blast rurnace, a string 
of freight cars or a powerhouse 
smokestack may be providing 
the viewing fare for industrial 
workers in plants all over the 
country where television is being 
used to perform a myriad of 
duties. 


Called ITV—industrial televi- 
sion—to distinguish it from its 
sister of the entertainment 
world, closed circuit, non-broad- 
cast TV is already being used in 
such widely varied businesses 
and industries as banks, steel 
mills, department stores, strip 
mines, auto body plants, helicop- 
ter factories, ordnance plants 
and electric utilities. 


In the busy main branch of 
The New York Savings Bank 
here, television is being used to 
handle depositors’ transactions 
with greater speed and effi- 
ciency. Used on all withdrawal 
transactions, television enables 
the bank’s tellers to perform 
customary operations in a frac- 
tion of the time formerly re- 
quired. When a customer pre- 
sents his bank book for a with- 
drawal, the teller, over an in- 
tercommunication system, gives 
the customer’s account number 
to the records department, lo- 
cated in a more remote part of 
the bank. 


There the account information 
desired, such as the customer's 
signature and bank balance, is 
placed before a camera and 
simultaneously pops onto a tele- 
vision screen built right into the 
teller’s counter. The teller is 
the only person who views this 
screen and can verify at a glance 
the withdrawal which has been 
processed during the few mo- 
ments required for the televi- 
sion operation. 

“When our new Rockefeller 
Center office opens soon,” the 
bank's president, Richard L. Ma- 
loney Jr., said, “all record keep- 
ing will be done at the main 
office through the use of tele- 
vision, telautograph and IBM. 
Record keeping at the Rocke- 
feller Center office will be kept 
at a minimum and more space 
will be available for direct serv- 
ice to customers. Furthermore, 
not only does the new system 
greatly improve service, but it 
will eliminate overtime and re- 
duce operating costs. 

“It makes feasible the exten- 
sion of savings bank branch fa- 
cilities by permitting banks to 
take smaller high rental space in 
heavily populated retail areas 
and provide maximum service 
facilities without any wasted 
space for records. All record 
keeping and clerical detail can 
be kept remotely situated from 
the braneh office in low rental 
location with access provided by 
these modern devices.” 

The Consolidated Edison Co. 
of New York, Inc., has pioneered 
in the use of industrial televi- 
sion in its electric generating 
stations. A closed circuit TV 
system serves as a continuous 
monitor and transmits views 
from hard-to-see locations to the 
central control room. For in- 
stance, a TV camera pointed at 
the stacks of a steam generating 
station tells boiler operators 
when abnormal conditions exist 
in the boiler as evidenced by 
changes in stack emissions.. 

Another use to which Consoli- 
dated Edison puts ITV is in its

“One of the most critical fac- 
tors in high pressure boiler 
operation is a water level in 
the boiler which must be main- 
tained within close limits,” a 
company engineer explained. 
“However, the main boiler drum 
is located 200 feet directly 
above the operator’s head. TV 
enables the operator to maintain 
a view of water level gauges at 
all times.”

SIDE from the crucial im-

maintenance, ITV plays an- 
other important role in the boil- 
er room. By providing the oper- 
ators with a check on the boilers 
through the emissions of smoke 
from the stacks, they know when 
fly ash is being spewed around 
the community. Consolidated 
Edison officials say ITV has cut 
down neighborhood air pollution 
complaints to a minimum. 


In the past year more and 
more plants and industries have 
given the ITV camera a chance 
to prove that it is valuable in 
operations difficult and danger- 
ous for human observers. 


Last summer ITV was installed 
in the strip mill at United States 
Steel’s sheet and tin mill at 
Gary, Ind. There, in a half-mile 
long building, hot rolled steel 
strip slides over rollers at 2000 
feet per minute to huge cooling 
machines. Until ITV was installed 
there was no way to tell until 
the 100-foot-long strips reached 
the cooling machines whether or 
not they had buckled on their 
way over the block-long rollers. 
No human being, because of the 
intense heat, could approach the 
operation closely enough to view 
the progress of the molten strip. 
ITV took over the job. A tele- 
vision camera, mounted on the 
rafters high above the moving 
strip, follows its progress as it 
moves toward the machines that 
cool it for coiling and storage. 
On a television screen in an 
office, an operator receives a 
picture of the progress of the 
steel strip and should trouble 
develop he can by remote con- 
trol stop the roller belt or ad- 
just variations in the pressure 
on either side of the roller 
which make the strips hook or 
slice. 


In strip mines in various parts 
of the country, ITV is used on 
the great shovel cranes. To make 
strip mining pay, it is necessary 
that the shovel scoop up its full 
capacity with every “bite.” But 
because of the tremendous size 
of the equipment, the shovel 
operator cannot view the filling 
of the bucket and “bites” are

of the giant crane, receives on a 
television screen mounted in the 
instrument board before him a 
picture of the shovel’s work, and 
can accurately and effectively 
control] the “bite” or load which 
the shovel scoops up. 


Many other uses have been 
found for ITV: 


Railroads are using cameras 
mounted in their railroad yards 
to check freight cars as they go 
by. An accountant in a distant 
office checks off the car num- 
bers as they appear on his tele- 
vision screen. The camera can 
also check on the loading of 
cars. 


A Houston (Tex.) jail has used 
ITV to keep a watch on its in- 
mates and a Reno gambling es- 
tablishment uses ITV to check 
customers at the gaming tables. 

ITV is being used in atomic 
energy plants to watch and di- 
rect dangerous operations at a 
distance. 

In London, ITV {s used at 
airports to check on incoming 
traffic and planes aloft. 


A department store, Jordan 
Marsh of Boston, uses ITV to 
boost sales by telecasting fash- 
ion shows and special promo- 
tional displays to receivers spot- 
ted on the various floors of its 
store. By this method shoppers 
are lured from the department 
in which they happen to be 
making a purchase to the de- 
partment shown on the televi- 
sion screen. 


_At the Leng Island Lighting 
Co., a TV camera peers inside a 
furnace to make swre the pilot 
light is burning before the fur- 
nace is refueled. 

North American Aviation uses 
ITV for minute observation of 
rocket engines mounted on test 
stands, a job too dangerous for 
human accomplishment.

Many TV engineers have viewed 
the growth of television as an 
entertainment medium in a 
slightly dim light because indus- 
trial TV has necessarily been 
retarded in the process. 


“Twenty-five years ago,” Dr. 
V. K. Zworykin, R.C.A.’s famed 
television pioneer, said recently, 
“we never dreamed of Howdy 
Doody on television. We always 
thought television would find its 
highest value in science and in- 
dustry.” 

Although the cost of camera 
and viewing receiver today 
makes closed circuit television 
practical only in large indus- 
tries and businesses, engineers 
believe that the day will come 
when non-broadcast TV will be 
used in the home at nominal 
cost. Just as 23,900,000 American 
homes today have TV sets for 
entertainment, the day may come 
when just as many will have ITV 
or non-broadcast television in- 
stallations, for use around the 
home. 

Just as a worker in General 
Motor’s Fisher Body plant near 
Pittsburgh uses ITV to operate 
scrap balers and load gondolas, 
the American housewife might 
someday use ITV to watch Junior 
in the nursery or the teakettle 
boiling on the kitchen stove 
while she works in another part 
of the house. All that is needed 
is a television camera trained on 
the stove or mounted to view 
Junior’s movements and a re- 
ceiver to enable mother to see 
the picture. 

After all, if ITV can be used 
to watch towering smokestacks, 
it should do a creditable job of 
baby-sitting by watching Junior 
in his crib. Nothing stands in 
the way but the cost.

Ob- 
serve that North was not 
“shocked” in the slightest de- 
gree; he simply went on his 
way—which leads us back to the 
burning question of West's first 
call. With due consideration of 
all possible developments, a 
five-diamond shutout had more 
to recommend it than any other 
action.
